New lock and dam operating pro- 
cedures are in the area 
from Granite City to Alton to 
ize shipping delays. 

With construction of new Locks 
and Dam 26 advancing two miles 
downstream from the present No. 
26, and with industry trends~and 
traffic patterns changing, rules 
were reviewed and revised. 

Officials announced: 

@The waiting list for the Alton 
Jocks is no longer being read and will 
not be read over the marine band 
radio until such time as clearly 
needed. 





@Operation of existing Alton 
Locks and Dam 26 is still based on 
the concept of a voluntary industry 
self-help. program of cooperation. 
However, when there are six or less 
total tows waiting to use the locks, it 
will no longer be necessary to obtain 
a helper boat to transit the locks. 

The use of a helper boat is en- 
couraged at all times to minimize 
delays but, with six or fewer tows 
waiting, lock operating personnel 
will, upon request, extract the un- 
powered first cut of a tow with the 
available tow haulage equipment. 

It is anticipated that winter ice 
conditions eventually will preclude 
use of the tow haulage equipment 
and a helper boat will be required 
for lockage. 

©The requirement for tows with 
nine barges or less to lock the aux- 
iliary lock remains in full effect as 
long as there are double lockage 
tows waiting to use the main lock. 

@ When a helper boat is used to ex- 
tract the first cut below the main 
lock, the helper boat must stay with 
the cut until the tow is remade, in 
lieu of tying the cut-off to the last 
check post on; top of the wall and

there are fewer than nine tows 
waiting below Locks and Dam 26, 
the normal arrival point will be used 
for establishing each turn. 

_®Traffic past-the-new~lock- con- 
struction site remains one-way only 
for the foreseeable future. The intent 
of the lock turn plan‘is'to rélieveé con- 
gestion of tows'waiting between the 
construction ae and the old lock. 

The objecti is to’ limit the 
number to tows'waiting in this reach 
of the Mississippi River to no more 
than nine at any time. The shift 
leader at LocKs and Dam 26 will 
have the status of tows waiting in 
this reach for all northbound tows 
between No. 26 and No. 27. 


The effectiveness of the volun- 
tary self-help program at Locks and 
Dam 26 for pulling of cuts is depen- 
dent on cooperation of ail pilots. In 
this regard, operating personnel at 
No. 26 have been directed to report 
operational problems such as failure 
of tows to answer radios, refusal to 
pull cuts, and reasons for such 
refusal, etc., for resolution by tow- 
ing company representatives.

Firearm hunters : 
set deer record - 


An unoffical count:shows Illinois 
firearm deer hunters harvested ‘a 
record 26,859 whitetail during the 
first half of the six-day season. This 
was 4,970 more than the 21,889 taken 
during the first half of the 1995, 
firearm season. 

Weather was a factor in producitig 
the record, according to Forrest 
Loomis, forest game biologist for the 
Department of Conservation. ‘‘We 
had terrible weather for opening ay 
in 1985,’’ Loomis said. 

“This year, we couldn’t have hdd 
better weather, and the figures 
reflect that. We showed an 18 to 20 
percent increase in deer harvest, 
and we should easily break last 
year’s record of 31,600 deer.” 

Four counties exceeded 1,000 deer 
for the first half of the season, Pope 
leading all with 1,088 deer. Pike 
County second with 1 ,082, followed 
by Adams County with 1,019 and Jo 
Daviess with 1,001 whitetail: Other 











top producing counties included: 
Jackson, 738; Hancock, 631; 
Johnson, 614; Union, 577; Carroll, 
568; Brown, 545; Randolph, 526; and 
Fulton, 508. 

St. Clair tallied 215 and Madisén 
County, 101.

possible to unload graim in a third of 
the. time. as well-as ‘being able to 
store two different’ grain products.

“The capacity is much greater 
than a truck can handle. You've got 
120 tons an hour goitig into a 700-ton- 
an-hour belt,”’ Lavelle ‘said at Mon- 
day’s Port District'Board meeting. 

A BARGE could be loaded in four 
hours instead of 12, he Said.

A unique mixture of Japanese 
know-how and Illinois. in-, 
dustriousness was spotlighted 
Dec. 4 at dedication of a $16 
million ladle metallurgy station 
at Granite City Steel. 

National Steel’s most recent 
annual report calls it a ‘historic 
partnership” — joint ownership 
by Nippon Kokan and National 
Intergroup of giant plants in 
Granite City, Ecorse, Mich., and 
Portage, Ind. 

There has been a gradual blen- 
ding of management styles and, 
operating techniques, plus 
dramatic strides on moderniza- 
tion projects. 

A joint team of Kokan and Na- 
tional experts — some. say the 
best in Japan and in America — \ 
developed 330 proposals to im- a ‘ oN 
prove yield and 457 suggestions to 
enhance product quality. Its 
report followed an intensive five- 
month study of day-to-day opera- 
tions here and at Great Lakes and 
Midwest. 

Former NKK engineers, now 
National Steel employees, are 
helping to implement these and 
other ways to close the gap bet- 
ween National and Japanese 
steelmaking performance 
standards. 

National Steel’s theme is: 
*‘When it comes to quality, we're 
never satisfied.” 

Officials say this reflects not 
only an American determination 
to attain high standards quickly, 
but also a Japanese philosophy of 
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Principal officers of National Steel coming to 
Granite City Dec. 4 included Kokichi Hagiwara, presi- 
dent, and Masaharu Ito, vice president of technology: 

Hagiwara on July 1, 1986, was named president of 
National Steel and a member of the board of direc- 
tors. He is located at the headquarters office in Pitt- 
sburgh, Pa. He joined Nippon Kokan in 1950 and in 
1985 was chosen to head its engineering division. In 
recent years, he also was responsible for NKK’s por- 
tion of a joint venture that constructed a major steel 
mill for Egypt. 

Ito, joining NKK in 1957, was selected in 1984 as 
general manager of its iron and steel technology 
department. The next year he became a National 
Steel vice president, managing the department which 
is responsible for providing overall technical and ad-

The doctrine of informed consent 
thas developed over many years as 2 
cept of patient rights. 
Various bills of rights promoted by 
‘the American Hospital Association, 
the National League for Nursing and 
the American Civil Liberites Union 
‘all emphasize the patient’s right to 
informed consent prior to the start of 
“a procedure, such as surgery, or a 
= treatment. 
= Such informed consent is general- 
“ly defined as permission given for a 
= procedure or treatment when the pa- 
ient has been given cértain crucial 
“information prior to the patient giv- 
ing consent. This information in- 
ludes, but is not limited to, a 
description of the treament or pro- 
‘cedure in words that can easily be 
“understood by a layperson; the 
jnames and qualifications of the per- 
won or persons who will preform the 
treatment or procedure; an explana- 
tion, given in words easily 
Suunderstood by .a layperson, of the 
consequences and risks involved in

the treatment or procedure, in- 
such as paralysis or disfigurement; 
an explanation of any alternative 
treatments or procedures and their 
probable benefits and risks; and an 
explanation of the probable effects 
of not having the procedure or 
treatment. x 

‘The U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services adds two addi- 
tional standards for informed con- 
sent: the patient has adequate time 
to ask any questions about the pro- 
posed treatment or procedure and 
the patient has the option to 
withdraw consent at any time after 
signing the consent form. 

Informed consent is not required 
for surgery or for other kinds of 
treatment or pi in an 
emergency situation; or if there is 
adequate documentation that the pa- 
tient is highly likely to become emo- 
tionally distraught by the informa- 
tion; or when the patient is incompe- 
tent to understand; or when the pa- 
tient has specifically given up her or 
his right to such information, usual- 
ly in a written document. 

In the case of an emergency, effort 
must be made to obtain informed 
consent for treatment from the next 
of kin or legal gaurdian, if time 
allows. In the case of the incompe- 
tent or distraught patient, informed 
consent must be obtained from the 
next of kin,or legal guardian. In the 
case of a minor child, informed con- 
sent must be obtained from a 
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patient’s right to know and 


custodial parent ofr legal guardian, 
although ethically informed consent 
should also be sought from older 
children and teens. 

What does this all’ mean for pa- 
tients in hospitals, clinics or other 
health care-settings?-A patient has 
the right to be informed by his or her 
physician of the exact nature of the 
Penwosed surgery or other procedure 

terms he or she-can understand, 
including the desired or expected 
outcomes of thé=procedure, the 
possible risks “and any permanent 
changes that may result from the 

. The patient also has the 
right to-know about the probable 
course of care and treatment that 
she or he will experience after the 
procedure. The patient must be told 
who will. perform the procedure, 
especially if someone other than the 
patient’s regular physician will per- 
form the procedrue. 

Furthérmore, the physician is 
obligated to inform’ the patient, in 
words the patient understands, of 


any alternative procedures or 
treatments and their risks and 


benefits, as well as the probable ef- 


fects if the patient refuses to propos- 

be given Spoled 
information must pa- 
tient before he or-she is presented 
with a consent form to sign with 
enough time for the patient to ask 
questions before the consent 
form. Once the consent is signed the 
patient still has the right to refuse 
treatment and may withdraw 


This is done by the nurse to deter- 
mine that the patient is actually giv- 
ing informed consent. Legally and 


ethically, the nurse cannot provide

the patient with all the information 
he or she needs to give na informed 
consent. That is the physician's legal 


“obligation. The nurse can clarify any 


points of which the patient is unsure, 
can correct any misinformation the 
patient may have, especially about 
the nursing care of the patient after 
the procedure, and can assess if the 
patient hasbeen given adequate in- 
formation to give informed consent 
for the proposed procedure. 

If the nurse determines that a pa-~ 
tient is unable to give informed con- 
sent, the nurseis legally and ethical- 
ly required to inform the patient that 
she or he should not sign the consent 
form until the necessary informa- 


_tion has been provided by the physi- 


cian. The nurse must also document 
this finding in the patient’s medical 
record and inform all appropriate 
persons, generaly the ediate 
nursing surpervisor and the pa- 
tient’s physician. 

The nurse who fails to safe rd 
the patient’s right to informed con- 


understand 


sent has been viewed as negligent by 


the courts in cases where suit has _ 


been brought against physicians, 
nurses, and hospitals (or other 
health care agencies) for-failure to 
provide adequate information for in- 
formed consent to treatment. 

Informed consent is the: patient’s 
right. But with rights come respon- 
sibilities. As careful consumers of 
health care we are responsible for 
asking questions and seeking infor- 
mation. Few consumers would simp- 
ly allow an automobile mechanic to 
perform services on a_ vehicle 
without an explanation or juStifica- 
tion for the services. — 

As careful and responsible con- 
sumers of health care, patients must 
hold their health care © providers, 
whether nurses, physicians, or 
others, to even higher standards for 
providing adequate and appropriate 
information. Your active participa- 
tion in your own health care deci- 
sions can do much to ensure that the 
consent you give is informed. 


Comprehensive health insurance plan adopted 


Illinois Attorney General Neil F. 
Hartigan called the Dec. 3 final 
legislative approval of the Com- 
prehensive Health Insurance Plan 
(SB 1699) ‘‘a great step forward” for 
the state. 

CHIP, as the bill is know, will 
create a health insurance pool for 
thousands of Illinois citizens who are 
now. uninsurable or who must pay 
high rates to obtain health 
insurance. 

“Passage of comprehensive 
health insurance is. a matter of sim- 
ple fairness,”’ Hartigan said. 

“It is intolerable that many of the 
1.2 million citizens in Ilinois‘who in- 
cur a disability or disease through 
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no fault of their own, today are 
denied insurance for medical care 
and treatment, and are driven into 
debt by mounting medical bills.”’ 

Senate Bill 1699 passed the Illinois 
House on a 106 to 2 vote. It previous- 
ly passed the Illinois Senate on Nov. 
19. 


It follows a four-year effort by 
Hartigan and his Disabled Advocacy 
Division, which researched and 
drafted the legislation. The bill now 
awaits the governor’s signature to 
become law. 

On Dec. 2, hundreds of represen- 
tatives of more than 150 Illinois 
organizations held a rally on the 
floor of the Illinois House in Spr- 
ingfield to try to show overwhelming
